-S ment concerning the procce- 
dings of the Dukeot B y C- 
Deas KINGHAMS EFxcellencie, 
” inthe Ile Ree, which ſaid 
lournall was dated onthelc- 
*A cond of OFober laſt, I related 
vnto you the eſtate of our 
Leaguer as it then ſtood, with diuers particulars, 
concerning the Fort of Saint Martins, and the be- 
liedging of Rechet! by the French Army. Since 
which time therearetwo ſeucrall Meſſengers arri- 
ued in England, whole relation concerning the 
French affaires, both in the Mainc,and in the Iland, 
1s as followeth, 
The French King is now perſonally come be- 


forc rhe Towne of Reche!!, being willing to ho- 
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- vaint Martins, inthe Ilc of Ree, vaderthe condudt

nour the Siedge with his preſence. Before his 


comming his brother the Mo-fienr had vicd all pol. 
fible meanes to annoy the Towne, being turaiſhed 


' with all Materialls and Engines fit for (ſuch a pur- 


ole. 
F He lyes ſtrongly intrenched, and hath a power- 
full and numerous Army, as being aboue thirty 
Thouſand thought by the Liſt- | 

He plies the Towne with his Canon day and 
night, and hath burned ſome houſes, with Wilde 
fire Balles, Granadoes, and other fiery Miſſiues, 
which the Beftedgers ſhoot into the Towne, for 
the molt part, in the night time, out of their Bom- 
bards and morter Peeces, 

The Rechellers notwithſtanding this, make a 
brave and reſolute reſiſtance, and haue made di- 
verſe couragious Sallics, in which they haue taken 
and ſlaine many of the braueſt French Canaliers, 
And thar they might make the Befiedgers know, 
how little they doe eſteeme that great Army, they 
have by way of open defiance vnto the French, 
hung vp the King of Eng/avds Colours vpon the 
wailes. | | 

They haue fo plyed the newe Fort (which the 
' French King is building vpon the point before Ks- 
coef) with their Cannen, that they haue quite 
{lcighred and ruincdthe Fortifications of it, and 
haue flaine ſundry perſons of quallity and come 
mandec ih the French Kings Army. :

of his Tlluſtrious Excellency, the Duke of Backing - 
ham, haue delivered vnto the World braue teſti- 
monles of their valour and patience. being as well 
couraged in ſuffering, as actiue in doing, thinking 
no labourtoo difficult, nor danger to perrillors, 
where the honour of their Countrey, and thcir 
proper duty isengaged. 

They have brought their approaches cloſe to 
the Enemies Counterskarfe, though not without 
ſweat, and bloud, there hauing becne made diucrs 
braue Skirmsſhes by them, and diucis brave at- 
ecmpts by vs. 

And as it is reported by a Duchman, who came 

lately to the Courr, our men haue beatcn the Ene- 
mies out of all their ourworkes, ſo rhat both tic 
Counterskarfcs and the Skonſce without the Fore 
being loſt, there remaines nothing vacorquerec, 
but the Cittadell ir ſelfe. 
Theſe Our-workes, as this Mcſſenger rclateth, 
are poſſeſſed by Colonel] Gray, a man that knowes 
how to keepe his tooting,as wellas any Souldicr in 
Chriſtendome. 

This report is likely to be true, as being deliuc- 
red vpon perill of his credir, yet another Gentle. 
man that came thence foure dayecs before this 
 Datchmav, and arriued at the Court, the ſame 
night that the other did (hauing beene hindred in 
his journey by meanes of a wracke) cannot, and 
willnot affure as much. 

His Excelency before the arrivall of Sir William 


Beasher with new Supplies of Men, Munition, ard 
Victua's

Viaualls,fiffered mUch, borh in his owne particu« 
lar,and inthe generalitie, and was faine to give the 
common Soldiers out of þt3 owne ſtore, to keepe 
them from mutining, and tor continuing them in 
their dutlcs, 

The Ezezlifh Saldiers Joc much dutie, as wat- 
ching by turnescpery ſecond or thirde night inthe 
Trenches, which bringes ſome of them into fluxes, 
feuers and other diſcales, 

Beſides, they were ſo much diſtreffed for want of 
Victualls before the comming of the laſt ſupplies, 
in ſo much that eight Men were put to fower _ 
Mens allowance, ; | 

Yer this want was in part relieued by the ſurpri. 
ſing of nine French Veſlclls or Shallops laden with 
Victualls,which intended (ifthey could) to relieue 
the Fort, 

Beſides,there ariued happcly a Shippe of Briſtow, 
which heing laden with Viualls, did for a time 
relteue our Armie. YT 

To ſecond which good fortune, Sir Wil/zam 
Beecher ariued happily and ſafely, with all requifite 
and neceflaric Prouifions, which did much refreſh 
our Men, and rclicue our neceſſities. 

Neither were the befiedged without their ſhare 

of wantes,bue were troubled with thera more fec-. 
lingly and preſsingly, ſothar they ſent to his Ex- 
cellencle to parlie, and were refelued to ſurrender 
vpthe Fort, 
Bur as they were treating vpon Conditzons, 3 
there hapned a ſtorme that night, it os '

tide, by thebenefit whereof, they did put into the 
Fort ſome ſmall proportion of Victualls, 

Bur yet this was but a drop throwne into the O- 
 cean of their wants , and like a Squibbetyed vate 
2 Bullstaile, itencreaſcd their appetite and our 
anger. 

For although this deſperat aduenture furniſhed 
them with ſome proportion for the preſent: yee 
there penurie is growne aSpreſling as before, and 
as the D#:chman reporterh, thoſe of the Fort are 
apaine much diſtreſſed, fo that want makes ſome 

ficke, and many Fugitiucs. 

Through whoſe defe there arenot aboue fiue 
hundred of the beftedged lefr in the Fort, and ma- 
ny of them are fo weake, that they cannor ſtand 
vader Pike or Musker, 

The Duke of Rohan (Monficur Swbeze his Bro- 
ther) hath readie 5000. Foote, and 500, Horſe, 
well prouided and brave Soldiers in a readines, for 
the ayde of the Proteſtants, 

The Popedaoth endcauor all hecan to make this 
quarrellbelongto the Emperour, the K. of Spaire, 
and the Houſe of 4#ftria, perſwading them it is for 
Religion. 

T he Rochelers haue fully declared themſclues for 
the King of England, to which agreement, there 


are diuers Articles concluded on by his Excellence, 
His Excellence hath fent word to his Maieſtic, 

_ that if it will pleafe himrs fend him Bread he will, 

deſeruc it, butif he will adde vnto it fomerhing 

more he will drinkchis Health. 
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Our 
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Our men haue mounted their Cannon ſo-aduan. 
tagioufly, thatthey command the Enenites Or- 
nance. and haue diſmounted thcm our of their 
Carriages, ſo that they haue nor. one Peccc left 
to play vponthe Approaches, elther from their 
Batterics,or Caſemates, | 

The French knowing how much the honour of 
thoir Nation, and rhe fafety of the ncilghbouring 
Prouinces on the firme Land depends vpon the 
k-eping of the Fort, have ſought againe to relceue 
it with {ixtecne Boates, bur being diſcouered by 
our men,' they were purtucd by our Long Boatse, 
Shallops, and thoſlc flatt bottomd Boates, with 
which the Rochellers haue turnifſhed vs, being Vel.- 
{cls very ſeruiceabl. both for chaſe and fighr, 

Wee ſuncke foure of theſe Barques, the reſt 
got intothe Maine and by the bencfit of their Sea- 
leggeseſcaped our hands, 

The encmies neuer attempt to recleeue the Fort 
but in a ſtormy night, and Spring-Tide, and then 


our Ships were of little vic in reſpect of the darke- 


neſle of the night. 

We haue no other meanes of hinderance, or 
-"? 2 lian by the Boares and Shallops atore- 
ſaid. 

There runnes away dayly many Souldiers out 
of the Fort vato our Leaguer, notwithſtanding all 
tac carc and perſwaſtons of the Gouernour. 

Theſc are not ſent into the Maine, but kept in the 
Ifland vnder ſafe cuſtody, becauſe they ſhall not 
carry any mcilage, nor deliver any particulars con- 
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ceraine our Aﬀaires. 

Theſe Fugitives informe vs, by a generall con- 
ſent of report, that the Befiedged are compelled 
to ſuſtaine nature with things vnnaturall, and vn= 
uſuall ro the Pallate : their greateſt daincties bc- 
ing but bread and water, and they are allowed that 
but in a ſmall! proportion, So that they hold it for 
certalne. that vpon the arriuall of our next Sup- 
plies, the Frexch will foorthwith ſurrender the 
Fort. 

I pray God they may come thither ſafely and 
opportunely, and then in humane reaſon, we hauc 


no reaſon to doubt of vood ſucceſſe; for if the Be- 
ſiedgers do not give vp thr Fort by that time vpon 
compoſition, his Excelencie, by Gods afliſtance, | # 
will 2duenture to make a forcible entrie, He know = Ls þ 


ingright well inthe clearcneſle of his iudgement, 
that the Detcndanrs are fo tewe and weake, that 

they canaor endurea generall Aſſault. 
Inthe mcane t'me. our men intrench themfelues 
to preuent the excurſions & (allies of the Enemiee. 
The French doe carnciily mediate for quaiterat 
SEa,burt his ExceHence well knowing that no relicte 
can cone to theFort but by watcr, will not grant | 
them any quarterat all, % 
But to deterre the Enemies from bringing re- 
liete, and ro hinoer their deſperate attempts, all 
thoſe which fall into our Sea-mens hands, are ct- 
ther put ro the Sword, hanged vp ro the maine 

j Yeard, or throwne ouerboard. 

The Fochellers hauing no other YiRualls but

what is tranſported vnto them from other places, 
2nd being doubtfull ro be neceflitared themſelues, 
haue affoorded vs as yct nogreat reliefe, onely 
they haue exchanged ſome meale for bread corne, 
and hauetaken One Thouſand of our fickemen in- 
tothe Towne, and inſtced of them haue ſent ouer 
to vs fiuc Hundred of their owne Souldiers to fill 
vp Our numbers, vntill the comming of the next 
Supplie. 

His Excelencie in the continuation of this Siedge 
hath taken more then ordinarie paines and care, 
ſparing his perſon from no labour nor perill, in fur- 
theringthe preſent ſeruice 2 And although he hath 
hitherto been doubtfully ſupplyed out of Exgland, 
by reaſonof the contrary winds, and the delayes 
which happen commonly in fuch great preparati- 
ons,yet he hath ſnbducd theſe difficulcies with in- 
credible patience, and hath wonne an honorable 


reputation amongſt all the Souldiers of our 


Nation. 

For knowing that the vertue of the Engl;ſh is che- 
riſhed by nothing more then by the loue and pre- 
ſence of their Commanders, heis wanting neither 
in the one or the other, but with his preſence com- 
forts them in their night duties, and by vifiting and 
relicuing the ſicke and wounded, obliedgeth the 
hearts of his Soldiers vato him, 

I ſpeakenot this out of any fawning or partiality, 


(trueth being necrer to me then the Duke of Buc- 


kingham,) but only to make thoſc know (who out 
of priuate reſpets haue been malcuolent againſt 
mw NG WE pic

him) how muchthey haue wronged his merit and 
reputation, 
 Andaltheughdivers men who are cither affeted 
tothe French,or diſaffected to his Excellencie, haue 
held the raking of the Fort of Saint Marrives a 

thing morc then difficult, as bcing alrogcther im- 


poſhble; and have made the Siedge the ſubic of 


their ieſts and tabletalke : Yet if in {crene and more 
impartiall iudgemen.s, we ſhall conſiderthe cauſes 
for which this enterpriſe was vndertaken, and the 
meanes which doe facilitate and aflure the takiag 
of thc Fort, wecann-t chule but alow the deſigne 
(although diuers of theſe prepoſteſſed Spirits haue 
cenſured the contrarie) tor honorabl.,, profitable 
and feaſable, being grounded vpon.he neceflities 
of Policie and Religion. 

I know that it hath been reported, and hath paſ- 
ſed the vulgar ſwallow (I meane thoſe » ho are of 
' vulgar apprehenfions,) that his Exceiencic before 
Beechers arriuall, diſpaired of ſucceſle, and had rai- 
ſed his Siedge, ifhc had not recciucd jpecdie ſup- 
plics of viualls, 

This report may be true, without any blemiſhto 
his Excellencie, ſince no warlike enterpriſe can 
haue bis due proceedings, without Men, Money, 
Munitien and Viaualls, which arc the meanes of 


an aRtiue motion, ; 
Bur fince that time, the Siedge hath been con- 


tinued with a powertull hand, new ſupplics area- 
riucd out of Exgland; and the ſuccours vnde1 rhe 
£onduR of the Earls of Hellind and Moriov. are

A Relation of the Funerall ſolemnitte 
of that Hmorable Knight, Sir Tohn Bur 


rowes, who was interred at Weltmilter, ox 
 Teweſlay the 2.3. of October. 1627, 


N teweſday,being the 23. of October, the Bo- 
YZ dicof that Honorable Knight Sir 10-bn Bur- 
rowes (who being Colonell Generall of the Ex, {iſh 
| Infantericin the lfle of Ree, was flaine with a Mu. 
ket-ſhorre fromthe Fort) was brought from Dar- 
ham Houſe to Weſtminſter Abyey, where neere yn- 
tothe Tombe of Sir Fraxcis Yeare (whoſe Pupill 
he had been inthe art of Warre) it was inteired, 
with great funcrall pompe, and with ſuch Rites as 
weredueto his deſerts. 

Toſolemnize his Obſequies, five Companies of 
ofthe Citie of London were drawne into Armes, 
being about twelue hundred in number,who mart- 
ched before the Corpes with their Cullours, Pikes 
and Muskets trailed, 

The Pike which he recouered with his Sword 
and {Target from the Frenchman vpon our firſt 
landing(who charged him with itat the puſh, and 
razed the skinne with the point of it thorough his 
breeches) was carried aduanced before, with his

owne Enſignerrayle, an his Hoiſe for Soruicc 


cl:din mourning bl:ckc., 

Nextto the (orſe there went xe and fiftie old 
Soldters, with black Cafſockes Swords and Staucs, 
being as many in number as tie was yearcs 01d, 

His Scutcheon, Sword, Gaunelcrs and Spurres, 
were carried by the Heraulls. His Brothcr was 
Chicte-mourn-r, being accompanicd wich twoo- 
ther principall Mournets, 

Next vnto theſe, wentthe Earlcs of Dorſer, Wa. 
wicke, Carlile, B arkeſhire, and MM olarancs, The Vie 
counts Grasaifon Conway, and Wimbleton, with di- 
uers other Knighres and Gent]Jemen of qualitte. , 

In the middeſt of rhe Abbey Church, alittle a= 
boue the Quire, there was a ſtately Hetſe erected, 
which is yet ſtanding, couered ouer with blacke 
Veluet, where his Corpes was placed during the 
time of the Sermon, which was preachedby Mr, 
eAdams,alcarned and renerent D:uine. 

Vpon his Hearſe his Scutchions were fixed, with 
this Motto, N ec i»ſi//oparnis. which in Engliſh is 
thus 1 doe ot dwell wpon low things, 

The Sermon being ended, and Offerings being 
made,his Bodic was interred,and as it was putinto 
the earth, rhe Muskatiers of thoſe fine Companies 
honoured his Interment with three vollies of ſhort, 


their Coullers diſplaied, and their Drumbes bea- 
ting, his owne Enfigne was broken and buricd with 


him.
